THE CHOICE TO BE MADE. 


The question to be decided by the 
voteis of this county in November is 
not a personal question.

REBEL CLAIMS. 


Every tax-payer in the country 
should read this article from Harper’s 
Weekly. It is the best aud most lu- 
cid statement that we have yet seen 
of the real nature of the rebel claims 
that they may be called upon to pay 
in the event of Democratic success 
next month. It will be seen that 
there is real cause for alarm: 


“There is great misapprehension 
about rebel claims. The Democrats 
at every opportunity declare that the 
talk about them is mere Republican 
bugaboo; that the claims are barred 
by the Fourteenth Amendment; and, 
withludicrous inconsistency, that all 
claims which have been allowed have 
Den paid by Republicans. If such 
claims are a bugaboo, and prohibited 
by the Constitation, why did Mr. Til- 
den write a letter in 1876 eugaging to 
oppose their payment? whe truth is, 
us Mr. Tilden kuew, that the claims 
in question are not those which are 
barred by the amendmect. That for- 
bids payment cf debts incurred in aid 
of rebellion, or of claims for loss by 
the emancipation of slaves, and noth- 
ing more. The claims in quest ion are 
those¥for property belonging tu rebels]; 
which was destroyed iu suppressing 
the rebellion. Ciaims which have 
been allowed by a Reputilican Con- 
gress are those of loyal Union men 
whose property was appropriated by 
the army. 

The distinction between the parties 
on this subject is this: Ihe Repubii- 
cans have paid the cleims of the loyal 
Union men, while the Democrats 
would pay the claims of rebels whose 
property was destroyed in prosecuti.g 
the war, This, however, is impossible 
under the existing laws, and therefore. 
as Mr. Edmunds points out in his let- 
ter, which has been widely published, 
the Democrats have attempted to re- 
peal this distinction in the law, and 
should they obtain control of the exec- 
utive as well as the legislative branch 
ut the government, they would at once 
repeal the distinction. When Mr. 
Tilden said that if he became the 
head of the executive department he 
would nat co-operate in the repeal, it 
proved that he believed there was a 
veneral apprehen-ion of such an inten- 
tion upon the part of the South.“ or 
the Democratic party, und the fact of 
such an inter tion was made more 
probable by the subsequent indiffer- 
ence on the part of “the South” to his 
electien. 

Mr. Edmunds shows also that pen- 
sions are not prvhibited by the Four- 
teenth Amendment, and if the 
South,” or the Democratic party, 

should obtain control of the govern- 
ment, and choose to pension those of 
their number who tried to destroy it, 
there is no constitutional barrier. 
Those who vote for General Hancock 
will vote to pass the Democratic bills 
now pending in Congress to repeal 
the di-tinction between loyal and dis- 
loyal claimants.”

313. Appalling us these tigures are, 
they represeut only a small fraction 
of the sum total of Confederate rapac- 
ity. Let the prins iple once be rerog- 
nized that «li-loy sty does not uff et a 
eluimunt's standing, and the demand 
of the Solid South will be multiplied. 
Senator Edmunds is not an alarmist, 
and he says that the Democrats 
in Congress will remove “the distinc- 
tions in respect of claims of loyal and 
di-loyal pers»ns” by a solid or nearly 
solid vute, “the moment they get pos- 
session of all the Departments of the 
Government.” He adds most em- 
phatically that the fourth section of 
the XIVin Amendment does not in- 
terpowany barrier to the payment of 
claims based u the destruction 
of pruperty by the United States ar- 
mies, not even 0 pensioning every 
rebel soldier or soldier’s widow and 
children, or, indeed, every other 
rebel.” The question is: “Can thie

ST. CLAIR'3 ESCAPE. 


How a Murderer Broke out of the 
Winnemucea Jall-Still at Large 
and a Reward of $30» Offered for 
His Appreheusion. 


Says the Silver State of 8 


Robert St. Clair broke jail abont dusk 
last evening, and nothing has since 
been heard of his whereabouts up to 
the time we write. He broke out of 
jail by prying the iron door off its 
hinges. This was accomplsshed with 
very little difficulty, and the wonder 
is that prisoners have not dune so be- 
before. This door opens into the 
Sheriff's office, from which he made 
his way through a window into the 
jail yard: thence, over a iow fence into 
the sagebrush in the rear of the court 
house. Sheriff Miller and Deputy 
Sheriff Davidson were in the District 
Attorney's office at the time and miss- 


| 


ed the-prisoner not over a quarter of 


an hour after he broke jail. They 
gave the alarm instantly, but as it 


was then dark little could be done in 
the way of tracking the fugitive. In- 
diaus were supplied with torches and 
lanterns, and they found what was 
supposed to be his tracks down the 
bed of the old Humboldt canal, to- 
wards the race track. This track was 
lost about half a mile below the court 
house. 

All sorts of rumors are afloat about 
the matter. An Indian says he saw 
St. Clair in the brush back of the 
court house, not ten minutes before 
tne officers discovered that he had 
Some say he had friends 
on the outside with a horse, but this is 
simply a surmise. As might be ex- 

ted, the Sheriff is blamed for not 
— St. Clair ironed, but he had 
net yet been sentenced, and the Sher- 
iff had ne authority to keep him iron- 
ed iu a jail on which thousands of 
dollars have been expended, besides 
the first cost of building it, iu makiug 
it secure. 

There was one prisoner in the jail, 
a man known as “Whiskey Dick,” who 
was sent up fer afew days for con- 
tempt of court while a juror. St. 
Clair took Dick’s hat, a white. one, 
when he decamped, 

It is hardly po-sible that he can es- 
cape, unless friends on the outside as- 
sisted him. He was to have been 
sentenced to-day for murder in the 
second degree, of which he was found 
guilty. 

Sheriff Miller offers a reward of $300 
for his apprehension and delivery at 
Winnemucca,

W.thout resorting to loans it 
as, since the war clored, defrayed the ordi- 
nary expenses of government, bevider the ac- 
eruſn 1 — oh the public debt, and dis- 
dursed annually more than 8,6000, % for 
eoldiers’ pensions. It has paia $880,000,000 of 
the public debt, and by relunding the bulance 
at lower rates, has reduced the annual interest 
charge from nearly $151,:w,000 to lees thin 
G. 000. All the ndus‘ries of the country 
ave revived; i emand; wa 
have increased, and throughout the entire 
country there ie evidence olf a coiling pros- 
erity greater than we have ever enjoyed. 
pon this recurd the Kepublican party asks 
for the continued confidence and support of 
the people, and this conveuti.n submits for 
their approval the following statemeuts ot the 
principles and purposes which will continue 
to guide and iuspire ite effur:s: 


BNUMBRATION OF PRINCIPLES. 


Firet. We affirm that the w rk of the last 
twenty-one jcars has been euch as to com.

That 
the reviving industries -hould be ſurther pro- 
moted. aud tnat the commerce alieady ro 
great ehould be eteadily encouiayed. 

Second The Cuustitution of the Uxited 
Stater ie the rupreme law. and not a mere 
compact. Out ot the contederated States it 
made u sovereigu bation, Nome powers are 
ucnied to the vation, wulle ot.cre are retained 
by the States; but the boundary between the 

wers delegated and those reserved is to be 
— national and not by dtate tri- 
bunals. a 

Third. The work of popular education is 
one lefito the ca v ul th- severa: States. but 
it ie the duty of the national guvernment tu 
aid that work to tne extent ol its constitu 
tional ability. The intelligence of the nat'ou 
is but the aggregate of the intelligence in the 
<everal States, and the de-tiny of the nation 
must be guided, not by the genius of aay une 
State, but by the .verage genias of all. 


NON-SECTAKIAN SCHOOLS, 


Fourth. The constitution wisely forbids 
Congress lo make any laws reepecting an 66 
tablishment of religien, but it is idle to ho 
that the nition can ve protected aguinet the 
iufluence of sectarianiem whi.e each state is 
exposed to its particular domination. Me 
therefore recommend that the constitution 
oe so amended us to lay sume prohibition up- 
on the Legis.ature of vach State, and to forbid 
the appropriation oi public iunds to the up- 
port of eectarian & hvvls. 

ruth. We reaffirm the belief avowed in 
1876, that the duties levied for tue purpose of 
revenue should be sv discrimitate as to fa: or 
American labor. That no further grant of the 
public domain should be maue to any rail- 

ad or other corpura'ion. That slavery bav- 
ing perished in the States. its twin barbarity, 
polygamy, must die in the Territori a. That 
everywhere the protection accorded to a citi- 
sen «f Awerican birth n. ust be secured to cit- 
Sens Of American adoption. That it is the 
duty of Congrezs to deve] p and improve our 
water-coureces and harbors, but we insist that 
further subsidies to private persons or corpo- 
rations must cease. ‘That the obliga ions to 
the men who pre-erved ite integrity in the 
day of battle are undiminished by the lapse of 
tiiteen years since their final victory elr 
perpetual honor is and shal! forever be the 
gratetul privilege and the sacred dutv of the 
erican peopie. 

THE CHINESE PLANK 


Sixth, Since the authority to rexulate Im- 
migration and intercourse beiween the 
Uuited states and foreign nations rests with 
the Congress ut the United States and the 
treaty-making powers, that the Kepublican 
party. re ng the uurestrieted immigration 
of the Chinese a matter of grave coucerument
